But I am inclined to oppose 
direct Russian intervention since. the 
Canadian government and its people, if 
left alone under present methods, will 
certainly accomplish the desired result

Our homes will be affected 
by what happens on the next lot buf they may also feel 
the repercussions of actions taken two blocks away or 
even the other end of town. 

Part of the quality and value of the | howe can be 
directly attributed_to the street and neighborhood in which 
it stands. - H;-for-example; the oak trees in the boulevard 
are cut down or a gas station locates on the corner lot, 
your home will be affected. In the same way, if a new 
road is put in four miles from your home and this cuts 
tommuting tinie to downtown by five minutes you will 
not only enjoy improved convenience but the value. of your 
home wilt tend to inérease. To a varying extent, there- 
fore, what goes on iw the whole region affects you and 
your home. 

Excluding sleeping hours, the average person: spends 
40 per cent of his time away from home and the average 
bread-winner of the family will spénd at least half his 
time away from home. This big slice of‘ our lives is 
largely spent in. some other part of the city, working in a 
dockyard, shopping in stores, attending™ school, - visiting 
friends, or just driving an auto from one place to another.
